JERUSALEM, Dec. 1 (AP) — 
Violent death, strikes, insults at

Eight Jews were killed in Pal- 
estine. Four other persons were 
Klilled at the Syrian capital of 
Damascus during an attack on 
Communist headquarters and the 
cultural center of the Russians 
who, like the United States, sup-

Sh state in part of the Hol 
Land. ee 

Arab student demonstrators 
smashed windows in the American 
legation at Beirut, Lebanon, dur- 
ing a demonstration today. The 
Lebanese Government replaced 
the police guard at the legation 
with gendarmes after the attack. 

The American legation in Da- 
mascus was stoned, its flag was 
ripped down, its ‘shutters torn 
off and some of its windows brok- 
en in a demonstration yesterday. 
Three automobiles outside the 
building were set on fire, but re- 
ports that attempts were made 
to burn the building itself were 
officially denied. 

(In Washington the State De- 
partment said the Syrian Govern- 
ment has apologized for the mob 
violence at the American legation 
in Damascus.) 

Shouts of “down with the 
United States,” “down with the 
American University” and “give 
us arms” rang through the 
streets of ancient Cairo. Stu- 
dents also cried out against Jews. 

Threat of Holy War. 

The threat of holy war was im- 
plicit in utterances of Abdel Rah- 
man Amam Pasha; secretary of 
the Arab League of seven natlons, 
which number 33,000,000 inhabit- 
ants. He declared. the Arabs never 
would submit to partition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (UP)—

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (UP)—

refused to give Congress the 


names of American firms or in- 
dividuais which have been trad- 
ing with Russia.

Mundt requested 
the Commerce Department to dis- 
close all information on shipments 
to Russia including the firm 
names,

Foster presented a detailed 
table of statistics on shipments in 
general between January and Sep- 
tember, most of which have been 
disclosed before, But, he said the 
success of the Government's. war 
and postwar programs depended 
on voluntary co-operation from 
business and therefore could not 
now disclose names, 

“One important reason for the 
willing co-operation of business 
men with Government is that busi- 
ness men know that Government 
will not publish ‘private trade in- 
formation,” he said. Success of 
the long-range Marshall plan for 
economic recovery of, Europe will 
depend on such co-operation, he 
added. 

“We believe it unwise to jeop- 
ardize the success of such pro- 
grams by damaging in any way 
the confidence of American busi- 
ness men in the, Government's 
policy of keeping private the facts 
about individual transactions,” he 
said, 

Foster said trade with Russia 
“seems to our mutual advantage.” 
He said that in recent months. we 

ave been getting more goods 
from them than we have sent to 
Russia. 

He said it would be “especially 
difficult” to find other sources 
for chrome and manganese, which 
we have been getting from the 
Soviet Union and which are es- 
sential to making steel.

FRANCE PREPARED FOR ZONE 


MERGER IF BIG 4 DISAGREE 


Bidault Discloses Position as He Leaves Lon- 
don Conference for Consultations 
in Paris. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

LONDON, Dec. 1 (AP)—French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
said today that if the conterence 
of foreign ministerg fails to agree 
on the future of Germany, the 
French zone may be merged with 
the British and American zones to 
establish a unified western Ger- 
many. 

Bidault, who is going to Paris 
tonight for conferences with 
French government leaders, stated 
this position at a meeting with 
French reporters before the Big 
Four conference opened the sec- 
ond week of its sessions. 

Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov asserted at today’s meet- 
ing of the ministers that the west- 
ern powers were trying to impose 
a constitutional restriction on Ger- 
many that would turn it into a 
“eolony” of the conquerors, His 
statement was denied by British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 
who said he resented Molotov’s 
“implication,” 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall put forward the proposal, 
which would require that any new 
German constitution state its 
agreement with the provisions of 
the peace treaty. Molotov: said this 
was unnecessary because Germany 
would have to be occupied for a 
long time and he had faith it 
would emerge as a democratic 
state. i 

Action on Austria Reported 

Meanwhile, it “vas authorita- 
tively reported that Russia -had 
turned down a French pro- 
posal for settling the issue of Ger- 
man assets in Austria, which is 
the chief barrier to completion of 
an Austrian peace treaty here.

He pointed out that Judge Ever- 
sole has four other counties. in 
hig circuit, and date of the jury’s 
meeting would depend on when 
the court could be in session at 
Hillsboro. 

The partially clad body of the 
Jones girl was found Nov. 23 in 
an automobile in which she had 
ridden with, friends on a round 
of taverns. After a pathologist 
testified he had found a lethal 
amount of carbon monoxide in 
the girl’s blood, the Coroner’s 
jury returned an open verdict 
which listed carbon monoxide 
poisoning as tl. “primary cause” 
of death, but the verdict added: 

“Secondary causé—action or re- 
action caused by person or persons 
unknown. In other words, some- 
one supposedly exerted violence 
upon the deceased.” 

Two young men accused of “irst- 

degree murder are being held at 
Hillsboro for a preliminary hear- 
ing next Friday before Magistrate 
Glenn Weber, Ivan Schubert, 25, 
of Festus, and Ronald Gulat, 18- 
year-old Marine, of Pevely, were 
arrested on a charge alleging the 
girl was killed “by means un- 
known while in the commission 
of a felony—forcible ravishment.” 
Results of laboratory tests by 
the State Highway Patrol were 
announced in Jefferson City today 
by Superintendent Hugh Waggo- 
ner.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 
HE non-Communist provision 
of the Taft-Hartley Law al- 
ready has caused an immense 
hurly burly throughout the labor 
movement, and headaches for the 
members of the National Labor 
Relations Board. The board 
leaped one hurdle when it ruled 
that officers of the national labor 
organizations need not sign the 
law's non-Communist affidavits. 
But it is now evident that de- 
spite this ruling, more hurly burly 
in the labor movement and more 
headaches for the Labor Board 
are in prospect. 
The strange legal maze, which 
the legislators ee g created 
in their attempt to cut the Com- 
munists in the labor movement 
down to size, is typified by the 
pending case between the Rem- 
ington Rand Corp. and the United 
Electrical Workers. This case 
may have an important impact 
on the whole pattern of labor- 
management relations. 
Remington’ Rand has asked the 
NLRB to hold an election in its 
plants to determine what union 
re nts the majority of its 10,- 
0 workers. These workers now 
are zed in the Electrical 
Workers’ U . But tBe United 
Electrical: Workers is not only the 
third b t union in the CIO, it 
is also the largest Communist- 
dominated union in the country. 
Largely because if they did so, 


most of them would be clapped 


into jail on perjury charges, UE 
officers have refused to sign 
the Taft-Hartley Law's non-Com- 
munistic affidavits. 

Problem if Election Is Held. 
There seems little doubt that 
the Congress intended that any 
union whose officers refused to 
sign the affidavits could have no 
place on the ballot in an NLRB 
election. Thus, if the NLRB or- 
ders an election in the Reming- 
ton-Rand plants, and if the UE is 
denied a place on the ballot, the 
resulting election obviously will 
be strictly on the Balkan pattern.

controls. Senator Taft's remark was typical: 
“If we can't meet problems of this kind within 
our system ot frbe competition and incentive, 
then we must regiment prices, wages and ra- 
tioning. forever. . Nobody knows enough to 
do the job of control as it is done by natural 
economic law.” 

Do American business and industry want 
‘a rule of natural economic law? Do they want 
tree enterprise? If so, some changes will have 
to be made. 

The tariff, which restrains foreign competi- 
tion with American farms and factories, is a 
hobble on free ‘enterprise. In the words of 
Laird Bell, a distinguished Chicago corporation

‘would pull down an elaborately controlled 
economy built up since 1776, the year the 
American colonies declared their independence 
and Adam Smith published “The Wealth of 
Nations,” the free-enterprise gospel.

Behind the RFC Curtain 

If ever anything was due and long overdue 
in the way of governmental investigations, it is 
the congressional inquiry which this week opens 
up the operations of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to public view. . 

The RFC was created by Congress 16 years 
ago next month. In all that time, it has made 
nething that even approaches an accounting to 
the .American people who have provided the 
money to finance vast loans. Operations total- 
ing 15 billions have well earned its description 
as “the largest financial institution on earth,” 

For more than two thirds of its existence 
. from 1933 to 1942—-RFC was run by Jesse Jones, 
also Secretary of Commerce in the Roosevelt 
Administration. Mr. Jones’ plan of operation 


was simple enough: he managed this gigantic 


financial business for the most part as if it 
were his own personal, private affair. He kept 
the business of RFC in his hat. 

One consequence of this sort of management 
came out a few months ago in the form of frag- 
mentary reports on how the Houston banker had 
handled the B.éO. Railroad. These added up 
to an accusation that he had connived to bring 
and keep this important line under the control 
of a group of men who had woaked for him in 
RFC, but who had later gone to the B.&O. at 
large salary increases. 

The B. & O. operation is only one of many which 
needs looking into. Chairman Bender of the 
House subcommittee on federal expenditures 
says that Consolidated Vultee Aircraft of San 
Diego received $87,000,000 for 1100 planes but 
delivered only 180. ng to counsel on 
the committee, the RFC doesn’t know whether 
it made any profit or loss—indeed, “doesn’t even 
know what became of its funds.” 

We may be sure that certain individuals 3 
how they personally came out in RFC operations. 
The spotlight should be put into this financial 
dark corner and held there as long as there is 
anything to show up.

The solution is simple. The law should make 
the misparked vehicle prima facie evidence that 
its registered owner was the person who mis- 
parked it. Instead of the burden of proof being 
on the city to prove that he was responsible, it 
would then be on him to show that he was not 
responsible for the violation. 

Most violations actually are by registered 
owners, members of their families or other au- 
thorized users, so it is common sense to assume 
that owners are responsible. At the same time, 
owners would be fully protected Mainst injus- 
tice.

In the 1920s music and art in the United 
States were supported chiefly by wealthy 
industrialists, businessmen and financiers 
and their descendants, who thus held the 
place once occupied in Europe by the aris- 
tocracy of church and state. 


In the 1930s government became the sin- 
gle great patron. The WPA sponsorship 
of 5300 artists resulted in the distribution 
of over 50,000 paintings, 1400 murals and 
3700 pieces of sculpture to public institu- 
tions. WPA also set up hundreds of Com- 
munity Art Centers at which 8,000,000 peo- 
ple got some introductory lessons in the 
arts from unemployed artists. The Federal 
Music Project, employing 15,000, performed

The, Bookkeeper's Test 


The sponsorship of broadcast music by 
our great corporations—Texaco, General 
Motors, Henry Ford, Reichhold Chemicals, 
Allis-Chalmers, et al.—has (according to their 
publicity) brought operas and symphonies 
within the reach of every American. The 
cost of their programs (the NBC Sunday 
Symphony hour alone last year cost Gen- 
eral Motors $1,250,000) makes a Prince Es- 


‘terhazy or a King Ludwig II seem tight- 


fisted in comparison. But the telltale 
huckster’s voice does not let us forget that 
listeners—and spectators—are such stuff as 
customers are made of. The future of con- 
certs and exhibitions under big business 
sponsorship hangs on the precarious bal- 
ance of a bookkeeper’s accounts, Art, like 
any other sales agent, must bring results, 
or else. 

The point is that the present good will“ 
bounty of big business is not effective in 
creating that widespread understanding 
and appreciation which the arts need if 
they are to be self-supporting. The shrewd- 
ly flattering advertiser assumes that we 
know all about the “masterpiece” he pre- 
sents, and he then proceeds to his busi- 
ness of creating a permanent need, not for 
paintings or symphonies, but for soap. 


Guides Do Not Guide 
Like all languages, the “universal lan- 


*‘guage” of music or art can be learned 


either as a mother tongue or in later years 
as a foreign language. Few of us ad- 
vanced far in the arts in childhood; and 
we ought to. know by now how much can 
be learned from the glossy exhibition cata- 
logues and suave intermission talks. 

The commerce in broadcasts and record- 
ings has brought, by way of supply to a 
hungry demand, a growing output of man- 
uals on “how to listen to music.” They 
are for adults who hope to make up for 
their misdirected education by discovering 
the “meaning” of music through words. 
They soon find, if their authority is honest, 
that an understanding can be acquired, 
only through years of direct experience. 

The “guide” to art may have an easier 
job than the “guide” to music, for he can 
at least offer reproductions of the works 
he is undertaking to explain.“ But he,

too, must know how meager is the sum of 
his definitions of balance, rhythm, spatial 
relations and dynamic symmetry. 

No; it is the responsibility of our schools 
to provide an understanding of the arts. 
This truth underscores the deplorable in- 
adequacy of the attention given in most 


of our schools to the fine arts. 


The official requirements for certifica- 
tion of teachers to.specialize in music or 
art in some of our states (Missouri, New 
Mexico, South Dakota and others) call for 
as little as two semester-hours. 


Even in our largest high schools music 
and art are regarded as “special” subjects 
to be offered only to a a number of 
selected students. 


Colleges Get the Blame 


The result is that music {is foreign to 
most adults. In kindergarten. and the 


: first grades they participated in singing 


classes almost every day. But as they moved 


up through elementary school their music 


periods grew fewer, and the half-hearted 
attempt to have them learn notation was 
gradually given up. 

Study of art, too, began auspiciously in 
the first grade, where the pupils used 
crayon and paint brush as intently as writ- 
ing pad and reader. Of the few who got 
any regular teaching thereafter some were 


discouraged by the crude, old-style mechan- 


ical prescriptions, some by the genial, “mod- 
ern” approach to “self-expression” that en- 
couraged them to. “go right ahead” though 
they had no idea of where or how, 


For the common neglect of music and 
art in our schools our colleges are largely 
responsible. The professors on their boards 
of admission determine by their require- 
ments the important subjects to be taught 
in high school. 


“Token Sop to Culture” 


Because of their own traditional school- 
ing the college authorities know the arts 
only from the outside, to be appraised, like 
all other subjects, wholly in the language 
of words. They are at home, not in the 
performance or creation of art, but in “ap- 
proaches” to art, in “esthetics” — which 
Santayana, who understands art, dismisses 
as “sheer verbiage.” 


Their acceptance of one or two units in 
music or art as “electives” is a token sop 
to “culture,” for all of the remaining units 
are needed for those other essentials of a 
general high school education: for four 
years of neglected English, of neglected 
sciences, of neglected social studies. Were 
the colleges to recognize that algebra, 
geometry, Latin and French are really the 
“special” subjects, possibly “electives,” the 
high schools would have time to include 
the even more neglected arts. 


The challenge is obvious: let the public 
make it clear that it wants something bet- 
ter. If our schools did their part we might 
in a few decades secure enough public un- 
derstanding to meet that challenge.

Economical 
Menus for 

Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


F ing holiday cookies and 
breads too costly to make in the 
usual amounts needed to go 
around among the family and 
friends, here are some ways to 
reduce costs: Fresh eggs are 
scarce and expensive at this time 
of year but there are plenty of 
cold storage eggs. Storage eggs 
start with the finest of fresh eggs 
and the handling and storage have 
been so perfected in recent years 
that even the most discriminating 
homemakers need have no doubts 


about using them in their fruit 


cake, cookies and holiday breads 
as well as in all other kinds of 
baking. These eggs will produce 
just as nutritious and fine appear- 
ing products as if fresh eggs were 
used and expert tasters could not 
tell that difference. Instead of ex- 
pensive butter, a high-grade mar- 
garine or hydrogenated vegetable 
fat will produce excellent cake. 
When using hydrogenated fat, 
more salt will be needed. Use the 
proportion of one teaspoon salt for 
each cup of fat used. And while 
flour is a minor item, in fruit cake 
especially, it has been found that 
all-purpose flour is more satisfac- 
tory than the more expensive cake 
flour because the cakes are s0 
heavily loaded with fruit. 


Christmas Fruit Cake. 


One pound candied citron, one 
pound pitted dates, one pound 
golden raisins, one pound candied 
pineapple, one pound candied cher- 
ries, one-fourth pound candied 
lemon peel, one-fourth pound can- 
died orange peel, one-half pound 
shredded coconut, one pound nuts 
(pecans, filberts, almonds), four 
cups all-purpose flour, one tea- 
spoon ground cloves, two tea- 
spooris allspice, one teaspoon nut- 
meg, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one pound butter or marga- 
rine, one pound sugar, 10 eggs, 
one cup fruit juice (orange, pine- 
apple or grape). 

Prepare cherries by cutting 
them in half and the dates in quar- 
ters and the rest of the fruit by 
slicing thinly. Sprinkle one half 
cup of flour over the fruit and 
mix with the fingers until the 
pieces of fruit are separated. Turn 
fruit out onto large pastry board. 
Add a little more flour if there 
are any pieces sticking together. 
Sift remaining flour with the 
spices and baking powder. Cream 
butter, stir in the sugar and the 
well-beaten eggs. Add flour alter- 
nately with the fruit juice. Pour

Move Slowly, 
Classifying 
Child's Mind 


* 

By Angelo Patri 
E should move slowly about 
W cisssitying children as men- 
tal defects lest we make a 
mistake. And a mistake of that 
sort is a most serious one. We 
should be critically careful in re- 
lation to the younger children 
who are in the first grade and 

kindergarten groups. 

It is possible for a healthy, nor- 
mal-minded child to behave, or 
respond, in a fashion that might 
indicate backwardness. Some chil- 
dren develop slowly. Some are so 
stunned by unfamiliar surround- 
ings that they make no response 
accurately. Some have the out- 
ward appearance of dull mental- 
ity, while once stimulated into 
activity they prove to be perfectly“ 
normal. It is best to move slow- 
ly, carefully. 

* * 


THE TEACHER and super 
visor, more especially the am- 
iner-inspector who comes to pass 
upon such children in the schools, 
must never—by so much asa ges- 
ture—indicate that they believe 
the child to be defective. They 
should be doing their utmost to 
discover the normalities of the 
child and accept the defects only 
when they must, in, honesty ac- 
cept them. 

Give all such children three 
years of explorative teaching, 
when the various teachers do 
their best to sound out each pos- 
sibility of activity in mind or 


body. When there is a suggestion 
of backwardness, it is wise to 
have the teacher work with the 
aid of the expert’s advice, because 
few of our teachers are trained 
for this work with mentally re- 


tarded children. 
oe ee : 
WHEN AFTER three teachers, 
and three examinations by the ex- 
perts, the child still indicates ab- 
normality he should be helped by 
a teacher trained in that field. 
He should, whenever possible, ‘be 
permitted to return to his orig- 
inal grade—the one where he 
should fit—so as to keep in touch 
with the other children should he 
be cut off entirely from the as- 
sociation with them.
